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1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's Response of 9/30/05. In 
addition, the Examiner has carefully reviewed the record up to this point. At this time, 
the Examiner has reconsidered his position in regard to the substrate and the 
composition claims. In order to improve upon the prosecution on the case, the 
Examiner makes a restriction requirement at this time, since a key limitation to the 
method is the burnout of the binder and the composition could be used in a method that 
did not require this limitation. The Examiner withdraws the indication of allowability and 
apologizes for restriction requirement late in the prosecution of the case. 

2. The Examiner notes that the Amendment after final has been entered. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-35 and 47-48, drawn to a method of making a foam, classified in 
class 419, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 36-46, drawn to a composition, classified in class 75, subclass 
255. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 

be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process

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using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product can be used to 
create a foam wherein the binder is not removed. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
